BAPTISTS OF VIRGINIA AND GEN. | 
WASHINGTON, | 


| Backus intimates that the Baptists in Virginia 
|were the occasion of those enactments now in- 
‘corporated into the Constitution of the United | 
States, being the first article in the Amendments, 
which guarantees the free exercise of religion, | 
the liberty of speech, the freedom of the press, | 
and the right of petitioning. ‘The Article is in 
the following words :— 

“Congress sill make no law respecting an 
‘establishment of religion, or promoting the free 
‘exercise thereof, or abridging the freedom of 
‘ speech, or of the press; or the right of the peo- 
‘ple peaceably to assemble, and to petition the 
‘Government for a redress of grievances.” 

This assumption is based upon the fact that a 
committee of the united Baptist churches in Vir- 
ginia assembled in the city of Richmond, August, 
1789, in a congratulatory epistle addressed to 
General Washington afier his elevation to the 
Presidency of the United States, expressed in a 
most decided manner their fears that the liberty 
of conscience was not sufficiently guarded in the 
recent! ed Constitution ; and upon the ad- 
ditional fact that the amendment of the Constitu-

Our 
present translation of the Bible, though univer- 
sally allowed to be a most excellent one, and 
deficient in no essential doctrine of the Greek 
text, has sometimes fuiled to transfer into our na- 
tive idiom, those distinctive shades of meaning, 
which appear in the original pages. In the pas- 
sage under consideration, the werd which repre- 
sents the desire of the heavenly spirits to scan 
the wonderful theme, is derived from the one 
which signifies love. A term more generally 
applied to what has usually been considered the 
strongest passion in human nature, is summoned 
to assist in describing the zealous interest with 
which the angels contemplate the magnificent 
operations of Divine grace upon the theatre of a 
sinful world. Nothing can exceed the beaut 
and force of the passage. Perhaps it will admit 
the following version: “ Over which the 
bend down, as eagerly desirous to press into it.”
